West Phila. 
man wins 
$750K city 
settlement 


Nafis Pinkney was jailed 
for four years before his 
acquittal.

The City of Philadelphia this 
month quietly settled for 
$750,000 a malicious-prosecution 
lawsuit brought by a West Phila- 
delphia man who spent four 
years in jail waiting to be tried 
for a 2009 double murder of 
which he was acquitted in 2013. 

The settlement Oct. 6 ended 
the case brought by Nafis 
Pinkney, now 28, against two ho- 
micide detectives, James Pitts 
and Ohmarr Jenkins, who he 
claimed roughed him up and co- 
erced him to give a false confes- 
sion. Remaining unsolved are 
the murders of Nakeisha Finks 
and Jonathan Pitts, her boy- 
friend and Pinkney’s close 
friend, who was not related to 
the detective. 

Three years after Pinkney was 
cleared in the slayings of

ASHINGTON — Spe- 
cial counsel Robert 
Mueller on Monday 
revealed charges 
against three former 
Trump campaign officials — includ- 
ing onetime campaign chairman 
Paul Manafort — marking the first 
criminal allegations to come from 
probes into possible Russian influ- 
ence in U.S. political affairs. 

The charges are striking for 
their breadth, touching all levels 
of the Trump campaign and ex- 
ploring the possible personal, fi- 
nancial wrongdoing of those in- 
volved, as well as what appeared 
to be a concerted effort by one 
campaign official to arrange a 
meeting with Russian officials. 

One of the three charged, 
former Trump foreign policy ad- 
viser George Papadopoulos, ad- 
mitted to making a false state- 
ment to FBI investigators who 
asked about his contacts with a 
foreigner claiming to have high- 
level Russian connections. 

Manafort and longtime busi- 
ness partner Rick Gates, mean- 
while, were charged in a 12-count 
indictment with conspiracy to 
launder money, making false state- 
ments and other charges in con-

The one-two punch delivered 
Monday by special prosecutor 
Robert Mueller — an indictment 
of President Trump’s former 
campaign chairman and a guilty 
plea from a former campaign ad- 
viser — is designed to send a 
powerful message to everyone 
else caught up in the probe: The 
prosecutors aren’t bluffing. 


“This is the way you kick off a 
big case,” said Patrick Cotter, a 
white-collar defense lawyer in 
Chicago who once worked as a 
federal prosecutor in New York 
alongside Andrew Weissmann, 
who is spearheading the prose- 
cution of former Trump cam- 
paign chairman Paul Manafort 
and his deputy, Rick Gates. 

On the same day the indict- 
ment was unsealed, prosecutors 
also announced a guilty plea and
